Grayling Man Killed in Work Mishap 


A Grayling man was fatally injured in an industrial accident 
Monday morning while working at Van's Building Center, 400 State 
St. in Grayling. 

According to city police officer Robert Butzin, Donald Hale, 51, 
Wilcox Bridge Road, was killed instantly when roof trusses being 
raised toppled off the forks of a lift truck and struck the victim in 
the head. Hale was reportedly on top of and helping to stabilize the 
load while the trusses were being loaded onto a flatbed truck when 
the mishap occurred. 

The accident took place shortly before 10:00 a.m. April 20, 1981. 

A seven year resident of Grayling, Hale was active in com- 
munity affairs, including the leader dogs for the blind program. He 
was president of the Grayling Lions Club.

Economic Cuts Effect DNR Here 


Since the severe economical situation has developed with the 
State Government, various DNR field units have had to make cuts 
in services and Hartwick Pines is no exception. Maintenance and 
personnel budgets have been reduced which will affect the opera- 
tions of various facilities and the rehiring of seasonal rangers. 

The facilities at the Bright and Glory Lakes area have been 
removed and the area has been closed to vehicle traffic, Both 
docks, which were scheduled to be replaced, have been removed. 
The pilings and deck supports were decaying so badly that they 
presented a safety hazard, Both docks were built around the early 
1950’s and required constant repairing. They are scheduled for 
replacement sometime in the future. 

Visiting hours at the Interpretive Center and Lumber Museum 
will also be shortened. 


Easter Police Activity Termed ‘Routine’ 


Despite an upserge in traffic from Easter weekend travelers, 
Crawford County Sheriff Joe White said police activity was routine 
during the past week. Deputies responded to 73 complaints, in- 
cluding eleven reports of breaking and entering. 

AB &E occurred at a trailer on Galloway Trail in South Bran- 
ch Township where a canoe was reported stolen by owners who 
were visiting for the weekend.

Firemen were called to the scene of two fires, including a fire 
at Wakeley Auto Parts on Whirlpool Road last Friday where tires 
reportedly caught fire. Firefighters were also called to extinguish a 
chimney fire at the Lee Crull residence on West Legner Trail on 
Sunday. 

Deputies cited drivers for seven traffic violations during the 
period, three DUIL arrests were made and one personal injury 
mishap was investigated. Four property damage accidents were 
logged, one involving a car/deer collision. Nine larcenies were 
reported and six incidents of malicious destruction were in- 
vestigated.

After wintering at such areas 
as Grand Ledge, Michigan, 
Columbus, Ohio and 
Shellbyville, Indiana the jour- 
ney to Grayling is a welcome 
change for all the itinerant 
pilots and their machines, The 
excellent hills and vales around 
Camp Grayling gives the pilots 
the variety of terrain that is 
necessary to hone the difficult 
flying skills required for Nap- 
of-the-Marth (NOE) flight. We 
all hope that the need for our 
pilots to perform these evasive 
techniques will not come to 
pass, But being cognizant of the 
fact that ours is an uncertain 
world and all soldiers (like 
firemen) must be able to 
respond in an emergency on a 
moments notice. Pilots from 
throughout the Midwest plan to 
increase their skills at Camp 
Grayling as often as possible. 

NOE flying challenges the 
abilities of the pilot. They must 
master simultaneously such 
skills as map reading at 90 
miles per hour, aircraft control 
close to trees all in wind con- 
ditions and obstacle avoidance 
at high speeds. NOE training

maintain fish of various species 
in the ponds and raceways. Roe 
said scores of visitors are at- 
tracted to the site to feed and 
view the fish and wildfowl that 
reside at the former fish hat- 
chery because of its semblance 
to their natural habitat. Roe 
said the park employs a full- 
time staff and was established 
in cooperation with DNR 
Regional office personnel in 
Roscommon. 

“We represent a group of 
people who naturally came 
together because of a common 
interest in preserving part of 
Grayling’s history,” says Bob 
Smock about the efforts of the 
local preservation committee, 
which has been active since 
learning that long-range DNR 
plans call for closing the loca} 
facility altogether. Members 
last week toured the  non- 
defunet Grayling raceways and 
ponds, which DNR_ officials 
have recently said they will fill 
and cover over when time and 
materials permit. The DNR 
also plans to close the building 
which now serves as a field of- 
fice and move across the street, 


although staffers say those 
plans are 5-10 years down the 
road. 

The local committee, on the 
other hand, has a much more 
ambitious collection of ideas for 
the site, and have prepared a 
tentative list of goals and objec- 
tives that include tourism and 
environmental learning 
possibilities as part of its 
preservation scheme, 

Even mentioned is the long- 
range possibility of bringing 
back the now-extinct fresh 
water sailfish, the grayling, 
which years ago plied the 
waters of the AuSable and for 
whom the town was named. 

The DNR has acknowledged 
with interest the committee’s 
idea, but has said that putting 
maintenance money _ into 
facilities destined for closing 
(hatching ended for good in 
1975), is not consistent with its 

plans to retire the facility. DNR 
officials in Roscommon have 
promised {to keep local residen- 
ts apprised of their plans at the 
site, and have indicated they 
will not oppose preservation at- 
tempts, 


Preservation Plan 


So committee members are 
moving ahead undaunted with 
plans that would once again 
make the hatchery an in- 
vigorating part of the Grayling 
community. Natives recall with 
nostalgia the days when throngs 
of visitors toured the site to ob- 
serve the trophy-sized trout on 
display. 

Swift said calls about the hat- 
chery are received regularly by 
the Chamber of Commerce 
staff, who must tell the would- 
be visitors with regret that the 
facility is no longer operating. 

Historically, the site once 
served as the Grayling Fish 
Hatchery Club when the proper- 
ty was deeded to the Local sports 
group by Rasmus and 
Margrethe Hanson in 1914. It 
was sold to the State of 
Michigan in 1926 for $10,000, 
which led to the start up of the 
DNR fish hatchery operation. 
For years the state raised trout 
for stocking both the AuSable 
and Manistee Rivers before it 
was Closed as a hatchery in the 
mid-60’s. A few northern pike 
were raised a number of years

‘IT want to stress, right here, 
that no County funds are used in 
any part for salaries or allied 
expenses in our use of Green 
Thumb people at Crawford 
County Public Transit,” stated 
Chester Johnston, Director of 
C.C.P.T. Johnston made the 
statement late last week in an- 
swer to an apparent misunder- 


standing concerning — the 
Federally funded Green Thumb 
Program. 

Johnston explained that 


Green Thumb is funded and 
administered by the United 
States Department of Labor, 
Senior Community Service 
Employment Program, — in 


Washington D.C. The purpose of 
the Program, simply put, is to 
utilize the abilities of Senior 
American Citizens. 


Federal and State regulations 
require that no discrimination 
in Public Service hiring be 
shown based on Religion, Race, 
Color, National Origin, Age, Sex 
or Handicap. “There are no 
regulations which limit employ- 
ment opportunities to Senior 
Citizens living in a specific 
designated area,” said John- 
ston. “Federal law applies 
equally to all Americans and 
Michigan law applies equally to 
all State residents.” 

“The limiting factors are 


practical only. As far as we are 
concerned, these factors are 
experience, willingness to learn 
and ability to dependably per- 
form required duties on a 
regular basis.”’ 


Johnston emphasized one last 
point. ‘Actually, come right 
down to it, the Green Thumb 
Program saves the County tax- 
payers money.” Our demand 
for service increases monthly 
and we have needed more em- 
ployees almost every quarter. 
Green Thumb funds a large por- 
tion of these positions, and we 
are able to expand and increase 
our service without costing the 
taxpayers one cent.”

European nobleman with false 
whiskers clipped hurriedly 
from a passing passenger and a 
Chinese until the whole ship 
become a madhouse of fun. In 
the end he gets his reward, an 
elusive romance. 

Some of Cole Porter’s most 
impish and melodious songs are 
in “Anything Goes”. Among 
them are the title song, 
“Anything Goes’, and an 
exuberant Porterish version of 
an oid — spiritual, ‘Blow 
Gabriel, Blow’. Porter mat- 
ched his nimblest lyrics to his 
catchiest rhythms in two other 
tunes which rank with his im- 
mortal “Night and 
Day’ —‘You’re the Top” and “I 
Get a Kick Out of You’. Two 
other infectiously gay ditties 
that have been Hit Parade 
numbers for close to 50 years 
are “All Through the Night” 
and ‘It’s Delovely”’. 

Written originally under the 
title of ‘Bon Voyage” by Guy 
Bolton and P. G. Wodehouse, 
and dealing with passengers on 
a liner that encounters a 
disaster at sea, the show was 
hastily rewritten into — its 
present form under the title of 
“Anything Goes” by another 
renowned pair of collaborators, 
Howard Lindsay and Russel 
Crouse, when just before 
rehearsals began a very real 
marine disaster that: shocked 
the nation made a comedy on 
the subject inappropriate. 

The rewritten version was a 
huge success and ran for 420 
performances in New York 
when it was first presented in 
1934. -a tremendous hit in those 
depression days. Since that 
time the show has been con- 
tinually presented in outdoor 
operetta seasons, and has twice 
heen made into movies, once in 
1936 and again in 1956--both 
times with Bing Crosby as the 
roistering playboy who sails for 
Iurope on a sudden impulse 
without a ticket, a passport or 
rauch pocket money. A revival 
in New York ran for seven mon- 
ths in 1962,

ago but in 1975 the hatchery 
closed for good and the building 
has served as a DNR Field Of- 
fice the past six years. 

DNR staffer Bill Buck said 
about 25 employees work out of 
the building, including conser- 
vation officers, forestry em- 
ployees, fish and wildlife biolo- 
gists, U.S. Geological Survey 
personnel, and Forest Service 
staff. Kirtland Warbler tours 
originate from the building as 
well, Buck said. 

In the meantime, hatchery 
preservation committee mem- 
bers are mulling over ideas that 
would restore the site to a 
tourist atlurement once again. 
Their thoughts include trout 
fishing historical artifacts, 
canoeing displays, wildlife, fish 
swimming in the raceways once 
again, and environmental im- 
pact and learning possibilities. 
Members think the site could 
serve as a resource center for 
colleges and universities, and 
feel restoration could help 
stimulate the local economy by 
increasing traffic for local 
businessmen. Members eye the 
site as a centralized tourist jn- 
formation center. And last but 
not least, jobs could be provided 
to help ease the area’s high 
unemployment problem. 

It is the hope and desire of the 
committee to work in close 
cooperation with the Depar- 
tment of Natural Resources in 


establishing and accomplishing &

House Cail: 
Over-Medication 


Drug abuse is not just a young 
people’s problem. It’s also a 
threat to Michigan's 1.3 million 
senior citizens—only in their in- 
stance it’s called —_ over- 
medication. Although  over- 
medication is rarely deliberate, 
the consequences can increase 
the problem of the aging 
process and reduce the en- 
joyment of life. 

Double-dosing is one of the 
dangers, and it’s easy to do. 
Many older people take 
medicine for hypertension, ar- 
thritis, heart problems, and 
other conditions. Their bottles 
of tablets and capsules rest on a 
tray on the kitchen table, in the 
bathroom, or near a favorite 
chair. With so many 
medications to be taken it’s 
easy to forget if they’re all 
taken on schedule. Some 
people, in doubt, might take two 
of the same within a short time, 


and this is double-dosing. 

Over-medication also can oc- 
cur when a patient has more 
than one doctor, and neither 
physician knows what the other 
is prescribing. Drugs often 
react upon one another, and 
cause their own problems, so be 
sure to tell each doctor what 
medicine you are taking. 

Not all drug abuse occurs at 
home. Patients in nursing 
homes also face the threat of 
over-medication. Studies in- 
dicate that one in twenty senior 
citizens living in nursing homes 
may be suffering from tem- 
porary memory loss and con- 
fusion as a result of over- 
medication. This problem is 
hazardous to the patients, and 
it’s expensive to the taxpayers. 

In order to alleviate this 
problem of over-medication of 
the elderly, something new has 
been created. The Michigan Of- 
fice of Substance Abuse Ser- 
vices (OSAS) and the Office of 
Services to the Aging have

collaborated on the program 
that is gaining momentum. 
They have prepared material 
for use by pharmacists in dif- 
ferent parts of the state who 
talk with senior citizens about 
over-medication. It’s a simple 
checklist that helps patients 
keep track of the medicine they 
are taking. 

The problem is great and the 
solution is simple. You can 
make your own chart at home, 
listing times and medications, 
and stay on course. We don’t 
always know when drugs are af- 
fecting us adversely, so handle 
them with care. Be accurate, 
take drugs only as prescribed, 
and let them work for you, not 
avainst you.

State Treasurer Loren Monroe has put 
forth a plan to use about $80 million in

Under the proposal, the money is to be 
funneled through banks and savings and 
loan associations to purchase blocks of 
mortgages from home builders. 

Monroe said he is embarking on the 
new plan because high interest rates have 
stalled new home construction. ‘Our 
initiation of this program will provide 
builders with the necessary financing for 
new construction. It will provide lenders 
with money to loan potential home 
buyers,’ he said. 

He noted homeowners will find it easier 
iv gel mortgage money and ihe state em- 
ployees retirement system will, mean- 
while, get a ‘‘handsome”’ return on an in- 
sur ed certificate. 


The retirement system will get a net 


return of 13.7 percent if the loans are held 
to the Maximum 30-year period. 

The lenders (banks and savings and 
loan associations) will pay the state 
12.875 percent interest and the issues will 
be guaranteed by the Mortgage Guaran- 
we Insurance Corporation. 

Lenders would, in turn, be allowed to 
add one fourth of a percentage point as a 
handling fee when providing the funds for 
home builders. 

The money is to be used to finance 
single-family, Owner-occuples property, 
with a maximum Joan for any one mor- 
tyage al $125,000. 

Some 75 banks and savings and loans 
have agreed to handle the mortgages, 

Monroe said he expected all $80 million 
to be committed within a few months.

Prison Overcrowding Act To Be Invoked 

Governor Milliken is expected to soon 
use the new prison overcrowding act to 
ease dangerous prison populations in 
state Insitutions, 

Corrections Department Director Perry 
Johnson said it has become obvious that 
actions would have to be taken under the 
act to reduce the populations. 

Prison population has been over the 
12,874 capacity for more than 30 
days—the factor which makes the over- 
crowding act take effect. 

Once an overcrowding emergency is re- 
quested by the Corrections Commission, 
the governor will have 15 days to either 
declare the emergency or hold the com- 
mission was incorrect. 

When an emergency is declared the 
minimum sentences of all prisoners— ex- 
cept those serving life terms--will be 
reduced by 90 days. 

Between 900 to 1,000 prisoners could 
be released as a result of reducing senten- 
ces, a process that could take as long as 
60 days to finalize.

Ron Waite probably com- 
mutes farther than any other 
Saginaw Valley State College 
student. Most of the college's 
3,800 commuters live within an 
hour’s drive of the campus bet- 
ween Bay City and Saginaw. 
But twice each week Waite 
makes a two hundred mile 
round trip from his Grayling 
home to SVSC, where he’s a 
senior with a double major in 
social work and sociology. 

Waite came to the attention of 
school officials during the SV- 
SC’s late January flu epidemic. 
Classes were temporarily can- 
celled because the college 
Health Services office was 
overloaded with flu patients. 
Twenty-five area radio and 
television stations were 
notified. SYSC personnel felt 
confident that all their students 
would get the message. 

But there was one = small 
probiem for Ron Waite. 
Grayling radio station WQON 
wasn't contacted, as SVSC of- 
ficials had no idea that students 
commuted from that far away, 

“T_wasn't aware that the 
problem existed when I left for 
home after classes that Wed- 
nesday,” Waite recalls. He 
normally doesn’t have class on 
Friday, but a special session 
had been scheduled for that 
week, 

“made special arrangemen- 
ts with my boss to get off work 
Friday and come to class,” he 
says. So he drove a hundred 
miles, came up to the classroom 
building and saw signs on the 
door saying there were no 
classes. “T went into the library 
and they told me to go to Infor- 
mation Services. John Rum- 
mel, director of information 
services, was very sym- 
pathetic.” 

Waite, who graduates in May, 
has been commuting since 
January, 1978. He lived in 
Bridgeport for awhile and was 
working at the Saginaw Valley 
Rahabilitation Center. He 
qualified for civil service and 
worked at the Flint halfway 
honse. Then the opportunity 
came to work wilh juveniles for 
the Department of Social Ser- 
vices in Grayling, and he took 
it. 

Waite carries a tight 
schedule. Besides working a 45 
hour per week job which in- 
cludes regular overtime, he 
must schedule an additional fif- 
teen hours weekly in another 
social work ageticy. That is to 
fulfill course requirements. 
Weekends are devoted to catch- 
ing up on sleep and homework. 

“About the only thing that 
really bothers me," Waite 
notes, “is that we have a little 
girl and I can't spend as much 
time with hor as Ud like.” 

Claiming he doesn't get the 
highway blues, Waite says, “I 
browse throuvyh my lecture 
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It is a miserable state of 
mind lo have few things to 
desire, and many things to 
fear, 

Francis Bacon 
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notes if ve got a test. I look at 
the wildlife on the median and 
turn the radio up. 

“On the way home, I’ve got- 
teh in the habit of stopping 
every little while-—whether 1 
have to or not. I bring a sack 
lunch and eat that on the way 
home. There’s a state of mind 
involved here,” he notes. “I 
have a commitment toward my 
classes. I’m paying the bucks. I 
deserve all I can get. I just tell 
myself I have to get down 
here.” 

Waite has had only one bad 
experience while driving. “Last 
summer,” he recalts, “I took a 
full load of classes--- I hadn't 
had summer classes before and 
fipured I'd give them a try. One 
day I woke up on the median 
and said, ‘that’s it.’ I dropned 
all my classes that term.” 

If he has any regrets about his 
long drives, they center around 
his view of what the campus 
community should be. “I think 
commuters should take part in 
student activities,’ he says. 
They're part of the campus, too. 
Iiven if they live a hundred 
miles away.”

The purpose of my letter was 
to awaken the community to 
other educational problems, not 
only the new Middle School. It is 
also evident that the citizens of 
Crawford County will not be in- 
limiated or hood-winked 
anymore, It is time for a 
change. Who has driven the 
people to such extremes as wit- 
nessed by the recent articles in 
the Avalanche? 

Public officials and school of- 
ficials have one job and one job 
only; serve the wishes of the 
community. When they do not 
respect this right and take the 
attitude of “I'll tell you what's 
good for you”, it’s time for a 
change.
